Some men would get mighty tired 
and lonesome with nothing to do bnt 
stand in front of a big store all day, but 
ho doesn ’t. Whenever time hangs heavi¬ 
ly on his hands and he feels the need of 
recreation, he strikes a statuesque posi¬ 
tion and fixes his eye on the advertise¬ 
ment of a “snro death to cockroaches” 
sign across the street.

A METHODIST MINISTER’S -EXPERI¬ 
ENCE WITH INDIANS. 

He W'as, the Solo Passenger In a Stage 

That Was Attacked—The Driver Was 

Killed, and the Preacher Attempted to 

Take His Placr—A Xueky Tumble. 

The_ Cheyennes and Kiowas jvere qn 
the warpath in 1867. Stage stations 
were attacked and burned, telegraph 
wires were torn, down and thrown into 
Wells, and all regular communication 
on the overland trail was abandoned. It 
was the duty of Captain Powell to estab¬ 
lish. the stations, leaving a guard of 
.two or three men at each, and to' push 
on toward Fort Lnpton. The 'country 
was swarming with Indians, and small 
parties of white men moved only under 
great peril. At onepoint along the river 
the command met a stage, which pre¬ 
sented an amusing'sight. On the top sat 
five men, armed witli long guns and re¬ 
volvers, while from the inside peered a 
womhn and three children. The captain 
persuaded the.party to place itself under 
his protection, as a coach had been at-' 
tacked the day before and the driver 
killed. At the Wisconsin ranch the 
coach and the dead body of the driver 
were brought in. The' lining had been 
cut out and the woodwork was riddled 
with bullets. The savages had torn open 
the mail sack and distributed the let¬ 
ters over the plains, after tearing them 
open as if in search of money. ' 

The next day at a spot called Living 
Springs, 40 miles north, of Denver, a 
long, lank individual walked into camp.- 
The stranger _ called, for the officer in 
command and was conducted to Cap¬ 
tain Powell. 

“The man . introduced himself as s a 
Methodist minister from Denver,’’ said 
Colonel Powell. “I asked him how lie 
happened to be so far from home. He 
'replied by saying that he wanted to bor¬ 
row a gun. ‘If a coach comes through, ’ j 
said he, ‘I want to go along and kill 
some of those red devils that were after 
me yesterday. ’ I asked the man to sit 
down and tell his story. Ho did so, say¬ 
ing that Jhe was in the coach whose 
driver was killed the day before. I 
looked at him in astonishment, but he 
told his story in such a straightforward 
way that I believed it. He explained 
that the day before was' quite warm,' 
and after dinner he had pulled off his 
coat and boots, and being the only pas¬ 
senger in the coach had stretched him¬ 
self across the seats inside and gone to 
sleep. His story went as follows; 

“ ‘.I had not been napping very long 
when I was awakened by the most in¬ 
fernal yelling I ever heard in my life. 
Hooked out the-window and found that 
30 or 40 Indians had attacked the coacli 
and were pouring volley after volley 
into it. The driver had turned the 
horses, and we were making remarkable 
speed toward Godfrey’s ranch. A shot 
struck the driver, and he fell off the 
box dead. 

“ ‘Then I thought my only .chance of 
safety lay in reaching the boot and get¬ 
ting hold of the lines. I climbed out of 
the door, crawled into the seat left va¬ 
cant and discovered to my dismay that 
the lines had fallen between the horses 
and were dragging on the ground. ’ ” 

Continuing his narrative, Colonel 
Powell related the story as-it came from 
the lips of the minister. The Indians 
continued their frightful shouts, and the 
terrified horses plunged forward at- a 
nace that threatened to wreck the coach. 
The' minister climbed down to the 
tongue of the coach and made -a wild 
grab for the lines. At the same moment 
the coach lunged across a gully in the 
Sand wilich had been fotmed hy a storm 
the day before'? The minister lost his 
hold and fell headlong into the wash¬ 
out. Tho coach passed over him, and a 
moment later the pursuing Indians 
dashed by on horseback after the coach 
and horses. 

The minister lay perfectly still for 
several minutes. Then he peered over 
the plain to see that the coach had been 
stopped a short distance away and was 
being robbed. The minister saw only 
one means of escape. The Indians 
would certainly return for his scalp', 
and his only safety was in a bold dash 
for the Platte river, several hundred 
yards away. The river was wide and 
swift, and he might succeed in crossing 
to the opposite bank. The project was 
carried into execution. In his stocking 
feet the white man made a dash through 
300 yards of cactus. Two red devils 
attempted- to head him off,. but the 
thoroughly aroused minister of the gos¬ 
pel far outclassed the natives of the - 
plains as ' a sprinter. With a prayer 
upon his lips he plunged into the muddy 
water and reached a small island in the 
center of the river. 

• Looking back to the shore, what was 
the astonishment of the man to see two 
strangers, apparently white men, stand¬ 
ing and beckoning him to return. The 
Indians had retired, and the two new- 
iomers were officers of Fort Lupton, 
who were returning to the fort after a 
hunting trip along the river. The min¬ 
ister swam to shore and was escorted 
to a place of safety. 

Colonel Powell remained at Fort 
Lnpton for several months until the In¬ 
dians quieted down and danger had 
passed away. Then he hauled down the 
flag and abandoned the. post, marching 
to Denver in order to cross the Platte 1 
river, on his way to Fort Laramie. At , 
that time the only bridge on the Platte 
river between the Missouri; river and 
the mtiuntains was at Sixteenth street 
in Deuver.—Denver News.

The “Mike” Apple Thought to Commem¬ 
orate a Murder of Bong Ago. 

A peculiar species of fruit is- the 
“Mike” apple. It has a fair skin, an 
excellent flavor and is extensively prop¬ 
agated in the vicinity of Norwich, OoSn. 
Each individual apple exhibits some¬ 
where in its pulp a red 'speck, like a 
tinge of fresh blood, and thereby hangs 
a strange legend.' 

The apple obtains its name from Mi- 
eah Rood, a farmer who lived Upon the 
outlands of tho Connecticut town in the 
eighteenth century. The son of Thomas 
Rood, one of Norwich’s early settlers, 
Micah tilled his fertile acres with all 
the zest of youthful ambition. 

But of a sudden his habits changed. 
He grew idle, restless and intemperate. 
He lost all interest in both work and 
worship. His cattle were neglected and 
lys neighbors' shunned. Some attributed 
the change to witchcraft. Others hinted 
at insanity. 

Winter wore away, spring returned, 
and the orchard of Micah Rood burst 
into blossom. On one tree, it was then 
observed, the flowers had turned from 
white to red. The superstitious neigh¬ 
bors wondered, especially as Rood seemed 
drawn to this tree by some resistless 
fascination. August came and the red 
blossoms developed into fruit. When 
tho large yellow apples fell from the 
branches, each one was found to con¬ 
tain a well defined globule, known 
thereafter as “the drop of blood. ” 

The freak of the apple tree deepened 
the mystery of Micah’s behavior. Con¬ 
jecture followed surmise, and soon it 
was remembered that during the pre¬ 
vious fall a foreign peddler had passed 
through Norwich and had spent the 
night at Micah Rood’s. He had never 
been seen again. Some one suggested 
that the young farmer had murdered 
him for his money and buried the body 
under, the apple tree. 

Search was made for the body of the 
stranger, but in vain.' Nor was any 
trace of his stock found among the .' 
possessions of the unhappy Micah. If a 
load of crime rested upon tho conscience 
of the suspected farmer, it never forced 
a confession froin his lips. His farm 
drifted gradually to deeuy, and, too 
broken down to reclaim it, he wander¬ 
ed about town,'disordered in mind and; 
body. . 

He died in 1728, bnt while the blood ' 
spotted apple continues to grow his 1 
name and history will be perpetuated. !
